The National Opera Company opened ¢ 
two weeks’ engagement at the Edmonton 
Opera House last night with a presenta- 
tion of Offenbach’s three act comic opera 
The Grand Duchess. The Grand Duchess 
is the central figure in the play. She is 
represented as in love with a private 
«oldier, Fritz, in her own army. On this 


account he is rapidly promuted to com 
mander-in-chief, supplanting in this of- 
fice General Boum. A_ victorious cam- 
paign places the new general upon the 
pinnacle of success with his royel patron. 
The Duchess desires to share the throne 
with him, bat he remains faithful to 
Wanda, his peasant «weetheart and re- 
turns to the ranks. As a dramatic com- 
position the play has a defect in not sus- 
taining interest sufficiently, The action 
commences with a really unique and 
wholesome love plot in which the central 
figure becomes involved, but-it weakens 
and breaks down too rapidly, and too eas- 
ily to give symmetry and dramatic effect 
to the purpose of the play. 

At the same time, however, the dia- 
logue is clever and hamorous and deliv- 
ered with skilfal efleet by Puck, the ec- 
centric preceptor to the Duchess, Prince 
Paul, the imbecile suitor for the haad 
of the Duchess, and Gen, Boum, a soldier 
who combines in his character Falstaf- 
fian braggartism. The frequent group- 
ing of such characters marks an excel- 
lent technical dramatic device to enlarge 
interest and give variety to the action. 

The program was marked by a couple 
of fine solos by Miss Gibson impersonat- 
ing the Duchess. Though not of strong 
dramatic temperament this artist ex- 
hibits many essentials of vocal technique. 
Her rend'tion “Lo, Here’s the Sabre,” 
song of the Duchess as she hands the 
sabre of her «ye to the new commander 
of her armies on his way to the battle il- 
lustrated her powér in this direction. 
‘Also, her rendition of the interpolation 
of the song “To All Eternity” in the 
second act was characterixed by clear 
production of the vowels av any musical 
pitch, distinct enunciation of the conson- 
ants securing good tone production and 
smoothness of diction. Her tones were 
bound together in a beautiful legato style 
and her effort characterized by natural 
grace, 

The audience was large and select and 
apparently critical. Encores were given to 
deserving members. 

Irving's orchestra, considering the lim- 
ited number of instruments, were sue 
cessful in illustrating the progress of the 
scenes, and the requirements of the mus- 
ical text.
